STEEL SCREWS. 


Nerriy the Whele Piast Had te 
be Invented. 


Steel screws are quite a recent inno- 
vation, and there has never been a 
description published of the art of 
making them. The process bas been 
kept a secret, and much pains has 
been taken to guard the peculiar 
mechanism by which this work is 
done. The large amount of capita! 


reqnisite to start in .so extensive a 
plant as is necessary to produce this 
sort of goods, and the supposed narrow- 
ness of the margin of profit, were as- 
sumed:io be sufficient protection to 
those already engaged in the business. 
It has been necessary to invent and 
construct almost the entire plant of 
machinery by which the work is done. 
These screws are manufactured by the 
National Screw and Tack Company of 
Cleveland, O. The capacity of the 
company’s works is 6,000 gross of 
screws and two tons of tacks and smal! 
nails per day. 
Mound of Light. 
The Boston Traveler says: A won- 
derfal discovery has been attracting 
the attention of scientists. A beam of 
sunlight is made to pass through a 
prism, 80 as to produce the solar spec- 
trum or rainbow.. A disk, having slits 
or opénings cut in it, is made to revolve 
and the colored light of the rainbow is 
made to break through it and fall on 
silk, wool or other material contained 
in‘a glass veasel. As the colored light 
falls upon it sounds will be given by 
the different parts of the spectrum and 
there will be silence in other parts.

When they attend a particular, exacting 
or ‘cranky’ guest they invariably under- 
take to display their alleged superiority 
over ordinary human clay. The guest 
won't have this. He complains at the 
office and that is annoying always. He 
never associates with hig brother 
waiters and that causes trouble among 
them, so you see we don’t want any of 
them about here.”

HOUSE-CLEANING HINTS.

Every body knows of ought to know. 
thatif stoves are blackened when en- 
tirely cold the operation does not need. 
repetition for a long time, and if the 
zinc under them 1s cleaned before it is 
put down, instead of afterward, the work | 
is easier. This is done by washing with | 
s band-mop dipped in diluted sulphuric | 
acid. One part of acid to five parts 
water, then rinsing them and polishing 
with polishing powder of most any sort. 
If: the zincs are painted they can be 
wiped off easily and fast much lonzer in 
fresh condition, which is better and a 
great deal of work saved. _ ,

carpets need mot be taken up 
oftener than once a year. A_ thor- 
ough sweeping, followed by wip 


ing them with a cloth wrung from 
clear water, will remove the dust quite 
thoroughly. Ammonia and water bright- 
en the color and take out spots. Moist 
Ssaw-dust or pieces of wet newspaper 
scattered over the carpet will gather 
the dust. Many house-keepers sprinkle 
fine’ salt or tea leaves on their carpets 
and then sweep them. It is a much 
better plan, than todo al)! at once, to 
take up some carpets in the fall, and the 
restin the spring, and so divide the 
work, unless you want to feel that it is 
all out of the way at once. 

If_ you have painting and calcimining 


to be done, the spring is decidedly your a 


best time. Hard finished walls may be 
washed with soap-suds and wiped dry. 
A bit of pumice-stone will remove stains 
from them. White paint may be washed 
with ammonia water or with whiting 
and water, which is not so trying to the 
hands as the ammonia. 

All grained work should be washed 
with cold tea and wiped with a soft 
flannel cloth. For windows and picture 
frames soft flannel cloths with soap- 
suds, and after wiping dry, polish with 
chamois leather, is far better than any 
thing else. They leave no lint and are 
better than paper, which often scratches 
glass—and if yott would best rid your 
walls of dust, wrap a cloth round a broom 
—while a solution of hot salt water, or 
hot alum Water, will drive away insects 
of all sorts. 

Furniture coverad with rep, or similar 
goods, should be first whipped, then 
carefully brushed, and all dust wiped 
away witha damp cloth. A soft cloth 
is best for satin«overed furniture. 
Black walnut or mahogany furniture may 
be washed quickly with soapy water and 
a soft brush, then wiped dry, and rubbed 
with an oily cloth. Rotten stone and 
sweet oil are used to polish, and are ex- 
cellent. Then all thatcan be rubbed off 
is removed, and a chamois skin makes it 
as good as new. 

A fine polish is made by the use of 
the following recipe: Alchohol, half 
pint; resin, half an ounce; gum shellac, 
half an ounce; a few drops of analine 
brown. Let stand over night, and add 
three gills of raw linseed-oil and halfa 
pint of spirits of turpentine. Shake 
well before using. Put on with cotton 
flannel and rub dry with another cloth. 

Let me suggest that the top of the 
house is the place to begin the house 
cleaning, and in each room closets and 
drawers should first be putin order. If 
the work needs any repairs they should 
be made before the cleaning begins. If 
one or two rooms at a time are put in 
order the discomfort experienced by 
the family during the renovation will 
be comparatively little. It is rarely 
necessary to turm the whole house 
upside down all at once, but, when this 
must be done, let any army of workers 
shortén the agony as much as possible. 
Yet it pays to ge through it all, if dohe 
asitought to be. The contrast is so 
blissful! For this never grudge the 
misery, as it is only temporary. 

But while this upturning is going on 
there should always be kept as a refuge 
one room in harmonious condition—a 
place where the tired workers may find 
rest, and where the head of the house 
may go without molestation’ If this 
were 80, there would be less grumbling 
at the necessary évils, and the time less 
dreaded as the seasons roll round. —Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.
